The waning hours of the 
ceasefire sen accompanied by 
harsh words from Hanoi where 
final services w ere held for Ho.

A series of top-level meetings 
between American and South 
Vietnamese leaders in Saigon 
and President Nixon's sched¬ 
uled review of Vietnam policy 
has prompted speculation the 
Southern allies may be prepar¬ 
ing a major new peace initia¬ 
tive. 

Such a move might include 
another American troop with¬ 
drawal, perhaps of 35,000 men, 
or a scaling down of Southern 
military operations. There was 
talk that the Southern allies 
might hav* secretly contacted 


North Vietnam with offers to 
e x tend the ceasefire period. 

Tacit U.S. acceptance of the 
truoe resulted in a dispute with 
the Saigon government. 

In Washington, Ronald' 
Ziegler, White House press sec¬ 
retary, said that a continuation 
of the lull hi the fighting by the 
Communists “would be an im¬ 
portant factor in influencing our 
policy decisions.” 

Ziegler made toe statement 
when asked whether the United 
i States would respond favorably 
should the Communist com¬ 


mand keep the fighting damped 
down. 

Ziegler was asked to comment 
on an increase in offensive oper¬ 
ations by the Saigon govern¬ 
ment during the first days of 
the ceasefire. 

He said the United States “tm- 
deratands the actions they took” 
and the reasons far them. But 
he stopped short of saying that 
Washington had approved of the 
stepup in South Vietnamese op¬ 
erations. 

Reflecting a hardened line 
since the formation last week of 


a new cabinet tnder the new 
premier, Tran lUn Khtem, an 
authoritative South Vtatnun^w 
source said that Saigon would 
resist pressiar* for a swift 
American p ul l out. 

"It should happen very, Wry 
slowly indeed," the source said. 

South Vietnamese troops con¬ 
tinued some 50 military opera¬ 
tions of battalion size or larger 
during the ceasefire. 

The American farces ob¬ 
served the ceasefire in general, 
conducting mainly defensive op¬ 
erations. 


Propaganda Terror Act Had Americans Quaking 


SAIGON (UPI) — A docu¬ 
ment obtained here Wednesday 
describes how two captured U.S. 
prisoners were threatened' with 
death by knife and axe-wielding 
Viet Cong In a bizarre drama 
staged partly to whip up anti- 
American sentiment. 

The Viet Cong document, 
made available by the U.S. I 
mission here, was captured by 
South Vietnamese forces on 
Dec. 31, 1968, but kept secret 1 
until now. 

The document, compiled by a 
Viet Cong political department. 


relates bow Viet Oong in the 
Mekong Delta on July 14, 1967 
staged a series of public 
performances far which they 
enlisted 580 persons to play 
roles threatening two unknown 
U.S. prisoners. 

The Identities of the two 
Americans were withheld to 
protect them, apparently be¬ 
cause they are still In Viet Cong 
hands. . 

According to the document, 
the performances were mainly 
designed to “arouse a high 
degree of hatred among the 


masses" against the Americans 
and to make the U.S. prisoners 
"realize the strength of the 
people's war.” 

When the two GIs arrived by 
boat at the first site, the 
carefully coached performers 
went into action. The document I 
describes the scene: I 

“Seven compatriots, including! 
a 60-year-old owman, armed 
with knives and axes jumped 
into the canal and walked 
through the wpter to the boat- 
while the other people stayed on | 
the canal's bank, displaying a 


very angry attitude and unceas-| 
ingiy shouting anti-U.S. words. , 

“The two U.S. POWs turned 1 
pale and trembling with fear 
and asked the translator for 
help. At this moment the 
Front’s local representatives 
intervened to calm down the I 
compatriots. 

“Only then did the two U.S.' 
POWs regain (heir composure 
i and begged the Front's repre¬ 
sentative: 'Please prevent the 
■ people from killing us.' " 

| At another site, a peasant 
walked up to the Americans and 


screamed; “You should have 
been chopped into pieces for 
your crimes had the Front not 
advocated a policy of leniency.”

For a beginning, it might be of some use to 
compare the Canadian ideas of a guaranteed 
minimum income system 4tfth President Richard 
Nixon's plan fqr welfare reform in the United 
States. All have In common the desire to supplant 
wasteful and ineffective existing forms of govern¬ 
ment help for those living in poverty. 

The Conservative program If adopted In the 
form suggested by the researchers would use the 
so-called negative Income tax. A sample given in 
the study indicated a family of four would receive 
$2,030 a year If It had no other income. With 
earnings of $1,000, the family would be granted 
$1,940, for a total income of $2,940. With earnings 
of $3,800, the grant would be $190. And above

Saanich Police Chief W. A. Pearson says that 
the use of electronic eavesdropping devices by police 
should be permitted only under the strict control 
of a judge. 

The chief said from Edmonton that he agreed 
with the recommendation made by the law amend¬ 
ment committee of the Canadian Association of 
Police Chiefs at its current convention that wire¬ 
tapping be taken out of the hands of gamblers and 
other individuals. . .. , 

“I am all for the recommendation, provided if 
is done with the authority of no less than a judge," 
he said. 

Under no circumstances, should police be al¬ 
lowed to use their own discretion in the use of 
electronic eavesdropping devices he added. 

“If additional safeguards are needed, it might 
be possible to leave the decision in each case to a 
panel of two or three judges.” 

Whenever police felt it was necessary to em¬ 
ploy wiretapping devices, a submission should be 
made to the judge or to the panel of judges, 
who would decide on the merits of the case if 
permission should be granted. 

"Out of necessity, the police will then be re¬ 
quired to furnish proof that it is in the interest of 
the public to use such devices," Chief Pearson said. 

If such precautions were taken, he said, there 
would be no infringement on personal freedom. 

"Certainly, the use of electronic devices has 
become necessary in the fight against crime. Even 
though it may be against the law for individuals to 
use them, criminals will hardly pay attention to 
that law.”

‘He May Have Lost His Touch but He 9 s Still Our Arnie’ 


British foil has presented tn Ironic spectacle to the wnrldl 
this week. On the one hand Scotsman Eric Brown has been 
trying to move heaven- and earth to get into his World Cup 
team white, on the other, Englishman Tony Jacklin has been 
Incurring the wrath of a few people by announcing that he is 
•ut.' 

• Before plunging Into the debate, let's just get a few facts 
•traighl. 

The World Cup used to be called the Canada Cup Dorcns of 
Countries send two-man teams who compete for lal the world 
{earn title plus <b) an individual title. 

It is not one of the most lucrative of the International 
golfing events. If you are a member of the winning team, you 
get around fftOO If you win the individual title, you get another 
6600 You also get your fares paid plus nominal expenses. 

This year the, World Cup is being played in Singapore 
which, significantly, is a long way from Wentworth, near 
London. 

• The significance Is that Tony Jacklin, the new British Open 
Champion, is wanted everywhere. He's wanted in Singapore in 
fhe first week of October for the World Cup and he's also 
wanted at Wentworth in the second week of October for thp big 
Tircadilly tournament. The prize money, if you win the 
Pioadilly, is something nearer 16 . 000 . 

* * i 

. Two-other facts’ are important Tony Jacklin was picked to 
plav for England. And, physically uncomfortable though It 
might be, he could get back from Singapore to Wentworth and 
Ihns play in both event*. 

• His argument against playtng tn Singapore Is that he would 

he so exhausted that he would not^lve a good account of 
himself In the Piccadilly. r* * v_ ^ 

All that needed explaining at some length because this Is 
dot a subject into which anyone should plunge armed with 
prejudice and no facts. 

I don't intend to #rt myself Involved In the troubles of Mr. 
Brown because that Is a Scottish domestic matter. But I am 
prepared to go on record as saying that Mr. Jacklin might do 
himself a lot of good to reconsider his decision. 

. .1 am professional enough to believe he should cash In and 
get every penny .dollar, yen or even rouble he can as a result 
of winning the British Open. I am also professkmal enough to 
know he is perfectly right to have armed himself with a very 
astute business manager. 

* * ♦ 

The only trouble at the moment Is that there are many 
people who believe that It was the manager, namely Mark 
McCormack, who made the decision, and not the player, 

namely Jacklin... 

Quite reasonably, If they are English, they therefore ask: 
"Since when did an American businessman pick English sports 

teams?" 

Tony's decision not to play for England — which 
Incidentally has never won tbe World Cup since its been called 
the World Cup or even when It was known as the Canada Cup 
has. I know, caused quite a few eyebrows to shoot up around 
the golf courses and club# in England. 

Without knowing all the facts people have said: "What's 
this? He's making so much money now that he won’t even play 
for hi* country!" It’s jingoistic thinking, perhaps, but that is 
how many people have Interpreted it. 

So what Tony has to think about Is equating cash with 
goodwill. Naturally he Is right on the crest of a wave of 
goodwill In Britain since his magnificent victory at Lytham. And 
by playing in England's two-man team he would certadnly have 
enhanced it. 

* ★ ★ 

At least have sympathy for him. It was a very difficult 
decision that faced him. I know I should have been torn 
between the two alternatives also. But I do hope I would at 
le .st have tried to play in both evert}* — if only to please those 
English people who had backed me throughout the early days 
of mv career. 

'There is much internal polities In golf which the public 
never hears about and I fear that Tony might t^cl! be a victim 
of it In his present predicament. 

Nevertheless it is public reaction, not internal politics, that 
established a golfer's image with his fans. 

That is why my advice to Tony Jacklin Is a gentle 'Think 
again." The public tends to have a vbry long memory when it 
comes to men who have refused to represent their countries in 
all sorts of international conflict.

About a ha!f-miled away. !n 
his office. Palmer, who cele¬ 
brated his 40th birthday Wed¬ 
nesday, grinned when the 
remark was passed on to him. 

"She said that?”, he asked, 
and laughed He thumbed 
through a stack of fan letters 
a secretary bad just placed *in 
his desk. 

"Things like that and letters 


like these show that people 
are certainly still interested in 
what I do and sort of back up 
my own feelings that I really 
don't want to retire yet.” 

Abodt 100 feet away is the 
ranch style home where he 
lives with his wife, Winnie, 
and his daughters, Peggy. 13, 
and Amy, 11. One-half block 
down a short hlli and just 
across the,road is the Latrobe 
Country Club, where Palmer 
played his fifst round of golf 
at the age of five and where 
his father, Millard "Deacon" 
Palmer, has been the pro for 
48 years. 

Palmer held up for a 
reporter one letter in partic¬ 
ular he saicT has strength¬ 
ened his desire to return to 
the pro golf tour as soon 
his sore right hip gets getter 
— even though he has gone 13 
months without winning, 

"You can’t iay this is a 
typical letter, exactly, hut it's 
from a boy in Vietnam who 
says. 'I have a favor to ask of 
you. sir. Please do not retire 
from the game of golf. I’ve 
been playing for a few years 


and have learned much from 
you just by watching you play 
on TV. I know you canrt.( to 
on forever, but your retire¬ 
ment would be like Willie 
Mays’ retirement from base¬ 
ball. The game would never 
be the same. I carmot stand to 
watch a tournament when I 
return home in February If 
you're not in it’ and so on. 
There are a lot of letters like 
that." Palmer said. 

"Here he’s worried about 
me and he’s liable to get the 
hell shot out of him any 
second. When a'guy that's in 
the service risking his life in 
Vietnam takes time to write 
me a letter and tells me to 
keep going, well, I almost feel 
I have to." 

Q—You have a letter there 
from President Nixon. Is that 
a fan'letter, too? 

A.—Well, it's just what he 
said when he called me about 
a week ago. He said he was 
distressed to read of my bad 
hip and that it was taking me 
away from the tour and — 
yeah, it's a fan letter, you 
could say that. (Pause ! But 
I'm a fan of his. too. so . . . 

Q—What does being off 
your game do to your atti¬ 
tude?

Q—How much longer will 
you play on the golf tour* 

A.—That's ■ very difficult 
question. I have every hope of 
playing for as long as I am 
physically able. I would like 
to play another live, six years 
or even longer, intensely. I 
know you’re supposed to be 
very graceful in retiring and 
all that, but I don't feel like 
being graceful or retiring 
right now. I really feet like 
playing some more, and I will 
if I can get physically fit with 
this hip thing. 

Q.—Do you have what you 
would consider a major goal 
in the Immediate future, as 
far as golf is concerned? 

A.—Yes, I would like to win 
some golf tournaments, spine 
more major golf tournaments. 


That's primarily my goal, and 
getting back to playing again. 

Q. — What happens if you 
discover vou just don’t have 
the touch any more. WiH you 
stay on the tour? 

A.—Without winning" I 
doubt it. I doubt it very much. 
I would play some, bit I 
wouldn't be what you would 
call a regular competitor. No,

Palmares was the name of 
a number of fugitive slave 
settlements that sprang up in 
a hilly and fertile region 
southwest of Recife, in north¬ 
eastern Brazil. 1,000 miles 
from here. They took their 
name from the palm forests 
which covered the 4,000- 
square-mile refuge.

The Macks took wives from 
local Indian tribues and 
robbed plantations for arms 
and ammunition Whites 
marveled at their balanced 
agriculture, crude Roman 
Catholic chapels and the 
forges where they made Iron 
farm instruments and spears. 

When the Portuguese re¬ 
covered die northeast In 1654, 
they sent repeated expeditions The conquerors remained, 
against the blacks, many of broke up nearby settlements 

and tracked down survivors. 
Nevertheless, historians esti¬ 
mate that over 10,000 made 
their way to freedom in the 
wilderness. Most blended with 
the Indian population. 

Zumbia himself died, sword 
In hand, a year later with six 
comrades, after refusing to 
surrender to an overwhelming 
number of his enemies.

In addition, private enter¬ 
prise of up to ten employees 
is permitted, with the result 
that the service trades are 
much better in Poland than 
Romania, let alone Moscow.

He said the consumption of 
alcohol is not a matler for 
specific legislation but rather 
as a standard commodity given 
by existing federal or provincial 
statutes respecting food and 
drugs. 

"Under this approach, the 
Liquor Act of B.C. would be 
repealed; the Liquor Control 
Board would be terminated, and 
whatever specific safeguards 
that might be required would be 
incorporated in amendme n t s to 
legislation affecting Juveniles, 
family affairs, motor vehicles 
and public safety and health 
generally."

Trees Complex 


I have often beard lome af my 
fellow backyard gardener* boasting of 
the crop at apples or eraba taken from 
their pat trees, or of the size and weight 
of an individual plum or other fruit. 

Actually, the excellence and health 
of a fruit tree can be Judged far mare 
accurately by the size, number and 
color of the leave*. 

One crop of fruit doesn't mean very 
much, for a tree which has auffeifd an 
Injury or ia in ill health will often put 
forth a terrific crop of fruit in one last 
desperate effort to make seed and 
perpetuate the race. 

In tact, one way a reluctant and 
unfruitful tree can be shocked into 
producing bloasoms and fruit is by 
deliberately inflicting ait injury; for 
instance, by carving a narrow ring in 
its bark, or by pruning away some of its 
roots, or even by digging the thing up 
and replanting it right back in the same 
hole. 

A * * 

A tree which has lots of large leaves 
of a good green color is obviously in 
good health, though, and cannot help 
but become productive in Its own good 

time. 

It la the leaves which manufacture 
the complex nutrients that go to.make 
and swell the fruit, and you need at 
least 60 square Inches of leaf surface to 
develop just ana good-atzed apple. Even 
more leaf area than this la required to 


produce the food r es erves to foster and 
support next sp rin g 's crap of b i n mom 
and extension growth. 

Apple leaves win vary s omewhat H. 
size Irani one variety to another, but 
generally speaking, a tree a glowing 
health should make leaves four Inches 
long and from m to 3 V* inches across 
at its widest part. 

AAA 

About six such leaves are required to 
keep an apple developing steadily to a 
good size, and I know some really green- 
thumbed gardeners who thin out the 
fruit on their trees until each fruit has 
at least 30 leaves working to support it. 

Four-inch leaves are the exception 
rather than the rule on most backyard 
trees, which is one reason why the fruit 
crop is so often disappointing. And no 
only are the leaves undersized, but they 
are often sparse, with thin, wand-like 
branches poorly furnished near the 
trunk. Their color, too. Is often 
anaemic. 

The reason Is nearly always neglect 
and malnutrition. The vegetable plot 
gets all the manure available, and the 
-flower beds and the towns are dressed 
with fertilizer, but the poor old tree Is 
expected to forage for Itself. As a 
matter at tact, a fruit tree Is a much 
more complex creature than any 
vegetable, and deserves better care. 

When a tree is hungry. It sends up 
unmistakable signals. The leaves are 
undersize and pale, or sometimes tinted 


and discolored. Iron Is often lacking k 
its diet, showing tn the leaf as pals 
greaa areas between dark g reen vetaa. 
The extension growto at the branch tips 
is slow and thin. 

Whan these signs are observed, It la 
high time to put your tree an a rich and 
nourishing diet, tt g r o win g In cultivated 
ground, give tt a good dressing of a 
complete fertilizer, about one cupful per 
square yard, applied In a band fow (Nat 
wide circling the tree out under the 
outermost tips of the branches; tt doas 
no good at all to spread fertilizer close 
in to the trunk. 

Make sure your tree doesn't go short 
of wlter. A thick mulch of old rotted 
manure spread in the same brancb-tlp 
area is a useful supplement to the 
fertilizer. 

AAA 

If growing in sod, your beat bet Is to, 
punch a number of holes in the sod with 
a crowbar, again in a four-foot hand out 
under the branch tips, making them 
about a foot deep and a foot apart each 
way. Fill these holes every second w e ek 
with a fertilizer solution mads by 
dissolving high-test soluble fertilizer in 
water, one tablespoanful per gallon. 

It is too late now, of course, for such 
treatment to have much effect on this 
year's crop of swelling fruit, but It will 
make far bigger and healthier leaves. 
These. In turn, will produce more 
blossoms, bigger Individual fruits and a 
better all-round crop in ItTO.

WASHINGTON — President 
Richard Nixon has just moved 
the Whits House from San 
Clemente, Calif., to Washing¬ 
ton, D.C- The president indi¬ 
cated he might spend part of 
the winter in Washington, and 
he h a a asked his chief 
advisors and. cabinet officers 
if they would move there 
temporarily so he could con¬ 
fer with them. 

When asked why the presi¬ 
dent had chosen Washington 
for fas fal headquarters, an 
a d m 1 nfstratlon spokesman 
a aid i 

"The president has always 
had a warm spot in his heart 
for Washington, and with 
communications the way they 
are these days it's just as 
easy for him to handle the 
nation’s business from Wash¬ 
ington as it is from San 
Clemente. Besides If anything 
important happens, die presi¬ 
dent can always fly back Id 
S an Clemente.'* 


While administration offi¬ 
cials, for security reasons, 
refuse to discuss where the 
president will live, it is 
rumored that he has taken a 
house located at 1600 Penn¬ 


sylvania Avenue, overlooking 
the Washington Monument on 
one side and Lafayette Parte 
on the other. Neighbors in the 
area report that they have 
seen secret servicemen look¬ 
ing over the gro u nd s and 
checking the neighborhood. 

When a reporter asked the 
Nixon spokesman if the presi¬ 
dent would live In this par¬ 
ticular house, the spokesman 
replied: "We are looking at 
several houses In Washington 
and I believe it would. be 
premature to say which one 
the president will live in.”

The choice of Washington as 
Ihe president's Autumn White 
House came as a surprise to 
many residents of this sleepy 
town on the Potomac. The 
Chamber of Cbmmerce natur¬ 
ally was delighted. 

The man at the chamber 
office told me, "Hie tact that 
the president has selected 
WeatMngton to live in ttaa fall 
Is a feather In our cap. It’s 
going to bring in tourists, and 
newspapermen, and we might 
even get to see aame digni¬ 
taries from abroad. I guesa 
you could say the president 
has put Washington on the 
map." 

The manager of the town's 


largest department store said, 
"l don't know what effect the 
president's move here will 
have on business, hut we do 
need a shot tn the arm.”

At the same time the chief 
of police said. "It could cause 
traffic problems and I'm not 
sure I have enough men to 
handle It. But any time the 
President of the United States 
selects this place to Hve, even 
If It's for a short time. I think 
we should consider It an 
honor.” 

A neighbor at 1600 Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue didto't seem too 
pleased about the president 
moving there. "We're quiet 
folks around here and we 
don't like to be bothered by a 
lot of commotion. Of course, 
the president has a light to 
live anywhere he wants, but 
I’m checking the zoning regu¬ 
lations Just to make sure no 
one's violating any of the 
rules.” 

Another neighbor said, "It 
won't make no difference to 
me. Everyone's all excited 
about the president coming 
here, but I’m not going to 
change my way of life Just 
l>ecause he wants to live In 
Washington for a while,” 

On the whole the reaction to

the president moving to Wash¬ 
ington has been good. 

One high school student 
a*4d, "I gusto Ms a* atop 
Iieople from calling us a tank 
town.” 

One effect the news of the 
president's move has had Is 
that hotel-keeper* and res¬ 
taurant owners have already 
raised their price*. While 
there haa been some bitter¬ 
ness about this, ana hotel 
owner said, "Heck, with the 
president tn town we’re going 
to have to put on more Mp. 
The people coming here to 
vtatt Mm are going to demand 
more service.

The real problem the people 
of Washington face is that 
they don't know how long the 
president is going to stay. 

One merchant saltf, "We'll 
probably spend a lot of money 
fixing up (he town and then 
Nixon will decade to move on 
to someplace else. We know 
tiie president doesn't like to 
stay in one spot too long and I 
think It’s a mistake — Just 
because he say* he wants to 
live in Washington today — to 
assume that he still wants to 
make his headquarters hwe 
tomorrow.”

In 10-Mile Daily Jaunts

DUNCAN —- Red Madison. 73.

past eight years. 

Mr. Madison said he walks | 
and jogs an average of 10 miles 
a day. 

“I feel just wonderful.” he 
said. “I have never felt better. I 
recommend jogging to every- - 
one.” 

After working as a logger for 
many years. Mr. Madison re¬ 
tired in 1961 and did not know 
what to do with all of his spare 
time. 

“I was just sitting around 
watching television and eating 
and getting too fat.” he said. 


”My pants were getting so 
tight I couldn't do them up. 
Now they are too big.” 

With h i s five-foot-our-inch 
frame, he went from 155 pounds 
to 133. 

"When I joined the Army in 
1942, I was five-feet-seven- 
inches tall?’ he joked. ”1 must 
have jogged myself down.” 

DOCTOR’S TALK 

He said when he first became 
aware of his weight problem, he 
started taking exercises. 

“They weren't doing me any 
good." he said. “One day I 
heard a doctor on the radio 
saying that walking and swim¬ 
ming are the two best exercises. 
So I decided to start walking 
and running.” 

Now Mr. Madison says he 


does not know how he ever' 
found time to work. 

“I am busy all of the lime, ij 
keep active gardening and keep- j 
ing my 140 feet of lawn in 
shape. My wife works and I do 
all of the dishes in the house. 
When I retired. I said I would 
take over for her and have done 
it ever since." 

Since February, 1966, Mr. 
Madison has kept a "walking 
diary'’ into which hp enters tiis 
daily excursions.

Saanich Police Chief W. A. Pearson says that 
the use of electronic eavesdropping devices by police 
should be permitted only under the strict control 
of a judge. 

The chief said from Edmonton that he agreed 
with the recommendation made by the law amend¬ 
ment committee of the Canadian Assodatiwi of 
Police Chiefs at its current convention that wire¬ 
tapping be taken out of the hands of gamblers and 
other individuals. 

"I am all for the recommendation, provided it 
is done with the authority of no less than a judge,” 
he said. 

Under no circumstances, should police be al¬ 
lowed to use their own discretion.in the use of 
electronic eavesdropping devices he added. 

“If additional safeguards are needed, it might 
be possible to leave the decision in each case to a 
panel of two or three judges." 

Whenever police felt it was necessary to em¬ 
ploy wiretapping devices, a submission should be 
made to the judge or to the panel of judges, 
who would decide on the merits of the case if 
permission should be granted. 

“Out of necessity, the police will then be re¬ 
quired to furnish proof that it is in the interest of 
the public to use such devices," Chief Pearson said. 

If such precautions were taken, he said, there 
would be no infringement on personal freedom. 

"Certainly, the use of electronic devices has 
become necessary in the fight agaiast crime. Even 
though it may be against the law for individuals to 
use them, criminals will hardly pay attention to 
that law."
